In April, 1884, Thomas Stevens left San Francisco to travel around the world on 
a high-wheeled bicycle. Aside from crossing oceans, he pedalled over 13,500 
miles, through the U.S. and eleven foreign countries, and returned to San 
Francisco in December, 1886. 




WALKING WITH DANGER 
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In 1948, a 19-year-old acrobat, Sigwart Bach of Germany, walked across a wire 
490 feet long stretching between two mountain peaks (Oberammergau). With no 
safety net beneath him, he crossed the ravine which was 9,000 feet deep. 



JUMPING GRANDMOTHER 
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Marie McMillin, a 50-year-old grandmother, has completed 699 parachute jumps 
in a career over a period of 23 years. She made 78 such jumps in a single year. 



BARREL VAULT 



Daring Ed Lamy placed 14 barrels side by side on the ice and leaped over them 
while on ice skates(Saranac Lake • 1912), a distance of 27^ feet. 



MID-AIR SWITCH 



While standing on his head on the upper wing of a plane flying at top speed in 
mid-air, Al Wilson changed to another plane flying above him, by hooking him- 
self on with his feet, thereby causing many near heart failures among the 
spectators. 



AERIAL ARTIST 



Marilyn Rich, French acrobat, defies death by performing 402 one-arm turns 
while hanging from a trapeze hitched to a heliocopter 600 feet above the ground. 





FLYING COP 



Crashing through a flaming wall on a motorcycle at 50 miles-per-hour is one or 
the scunts performed by police of Multnomah County, Oregon. Another of their 
45 acts is one in which a cyclist travelling at full speed, hurtles through the 
air over 27 fellow cops lying on the ground. 



MYSTERIOUS SPACE MAN 



A man known only as the Great Wilno, has himself shot from a cannon into the 
sky, while crowds of startled spectators gape in awe. A top carnival attraction, 
Wilno flies through space ten times a*day. (?) 




THE LONE VOYAGER 
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Dr. Alain Bombard, a French scientist, crossed the Atlantic Ocean alone in a 
15 foot, air-inflated rubber raft. (Canary Islands to Barbados, B.W.I,). He 
made the 3,100 mile voyage in 65 days to prove bis theory that a man could 
live from the sea alone. 



LEAP FOR LIFE 



While visiting Melbourne, Australia, in 1918, Alexander WicLham, a champion 
swimmer, made a bet that he could dive from a certain cliff he had never seen. 
The dive was the highest on record - 206 feet, approximately the height of a 
seventeen- story building.

(1859-1860). 



THE CRIPPLED ACE 





A day before exhibiting one of his planes to a South American government, 
Jimmy Doolittle fell from a balcony, breaking both of his feet. With his feet 
in plaster casts, Doolittle sneaked from his hospital bed and flew the plane in 
such daring maneuvers that he won the contract for his firm.
